Sports Circuit

UntUd States* Chief Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmts may have 
been In a morose mood. It's hard to 
say, but In any case one day short- 
ly before the turn of the century 
he took his pen In hand and wrote 
a poem which he named "The Dea- 
con's Masterpiece.' It goes like this: 
"Have you heard of the wonderful 

ont-horse shay, 
That was built in such a logical 

way . 

U ran a hundred years to a day? 

It went to pieces all at once,— 

All at once, nothing first 

Just as bubbles do when they burst. 

Justice Holmes was never a 
sports writer. He never saw a Me- 
Gill football team play. Nonethe- 
less we think bis poem presents the 
perfect description of McGiU's cur- 
rent football fortunes. 

We've searched for an explana- 
tion of the loss but nothing we 
have found seems to fit. You can't 
say it was because the line alone 
/ell apart, or that the backficid 
failed to do its share, or that any 
ether single thing was responsible. 
The whole team Just collapsed in 
one disastrous heap. But McGill's 
errors of commission and omission 
don't tell the whole story. Queen's 
coach Frank Tindall has a coed 
football club. Despite this they 
were winiess in three starts and 
had lost two of their games by less 
than five point margins. They were 
win-hungry and 'up' for the game 
•nd as a consequence played an 
outstanding game. 

But the reasons for the failure 
of Obeek'a machine were no 
myitcry to Frank Tindall. He 
nyi that hit team'* defensive 
play won the game. From all re- 
ports we can't dispute the fact 
that this did play a major rote 
In the Tricolor victory. Our 
acoDta report that Queen's did 
•eme up with a stellar game. One 
reporta that a fellow by the name 
of DIek'IIarrtson took the leading 
role In' this department. From hia 
defensive position as centre 
tecoadary he gave one of the 
greatest exhibitions of play-call- 
ing seen for a long time In the 
Intereelleglata Itague. He seemed 
to poiaeu a sixth aense, calling 
the type and direction of the 
coming McGlll play time knd 
time again. As a consequence his 
team never had to gueu where 
the hall wu going. That made 
stepping the ball-carrier a much 
easier matter. 

STILL IN RACE 
This resounding loss does not 
necesssrily sound the death-knell to 
McGill present championship hopes. 
If Check and his men can eliminate 
the mistakes of the past two games 
and overcome the possible demoral- 
izing effects of this debacle, they 
will still be in the thick of the 
championship race. But to do so 



they have a Gargantuan task. They 
must win both their remaining 
games, defeating Toronto next week 
and Western the week after. This 
double win would either give them 
disputed or undisputed possession 
of first place. The latter would 
come about if Queen'a dumped 
Western in the Mustangs other re 
maining game. As far as champion 
ship hopes are concerned it doesn't 
matter much. Since Western beat 
McGlll in the first game of the sea- 
son there would have to be a play- 
off anyway. 

But there are many other pos- 
sibilities. At present the Inter- 
collegiate league could very well 
wind up in a dead heat. All four 
teams could be tied for first ,or If 
you prefer, last place. This would 
happen if Queen'a won Ms two 
remaining games, Wcttern • did 
the opposite and lost two with 
Varsity and nieOIII each obtain- 
ing a one-one split In their final 
oontesis. 

All this more properly belongs 
to the realm of Vem deGcer'a 
boy, Iffey the Dopester. To get 
down to more concrete things: 
each team in the league is aa 
good as any other team. No 
team can be Justly ruled a favor- 
ite before game time, and as a 
consequence, no victory can prop- 
erly be called an upset.
